LINCOLN’S BIRTH CELEBRATED. 


Nearly Every Seat In the Spacious 


First M. E. Church Was 


Occupied. 


Today is L incoln’s birthday. 
The 
event was celebrated last evening by 
the Ossoli society a t J the F irst M. E. 
church, who had secured the eloquent 
services of Hon. V. M. Gore as orator 
of the evening. 
His them e was A bra­ 
ham Lincoln. 


The church contained a raagniticent 
audience, nearly eyery seatbeinjr oecu- 
pied. At S o’clock Mrs^. S.-B. V^’an Horn 
appeared at t he orjran and the Ossoli 
choir niarcliod to the platform to the 
step of patriotic music. 
T he ‘‘Red, 
W hite and B lue” was sun«? with a 
fervor th at touched the hearts of the 
old soldiers who had come to the church 
in a body 
The ladies of the (r. A. li. 
Circle also came in a body and occupied 
reserved 
seats. 
Mrs. U. M. .Jones 
presided and invited Kev. K. A. HolV- 
man to olVer prayer. 
A fter prayer and 
the singing of the “ Star Spangled Ban­ 
n e r,” 
Mrs. 
Jones introduced the 
speaker. 


‘i t was nine years ago,” she said, 
“ th at a Menton H arbor audience was 
hrst charm ed by the burning e.oiiuence 
of the oratoc.” and the fact tluit he was 
always a popular speaker here proved 
th at unlike a prophet he had honor in 
his own country. 
She said tliat Mr. 
Gore had received three invitations 
from Lincoln clubs to speak last even­ 
ing but he had refused them all in 
order to speak to the people of his 
home city. 


Mr. Gore appeared on the i)latform 
as easy and as undisturbed as he daily 
appears in his law otlice. 
He spoke in 
a conversational tone and to impress 
some special thought he (Md not raise 
his voice to a higli pitch, but s]>oke 
with a zeal th at burned down deep into 
the hearts of his hearers. 


He did not eulogize the hero, for th at 
he said w’ould not add to his statute any 
more than slander could detract from 
his fame. 
Was Lincoln an accident? 
He thought not, for other rail splitters 
liad an .equal chance. 
In him CDiild be 
seen weakness rising into m ight, ignor­ 
ance into intellectual greatness. 
Like 
W arien H astings he was tried by both 
extreme^, by the vicisisitudes of poverty 
and the greatness of lionor but he was 
not Uisturl)ed by either. 


How did he achieve his greatness? It 
was by coupling together two sound 
])rinciple&: 
Hespect for ttie rights of 
the people and 
sympathy 
for the 
wrongs of others. He was the friend of 
labor. 
He had worn its erown and 
bent beneath it:j burdens. 
T he toiler 
bronzed by sun and heat, the plo^vmun 
on the wide j)rairie and the tired sailor 
on the wave saw in th eir ruler the plain 
citizen who could 
sympathize 
with 
th eir struggles. 


We ma.v well pause and ask why this 
all was. 
It is a long distance from an 
obscure Kentucky home to the W hite 
House, but no longer distance than 
from Lincoln’s iir.->t speech at an auc­ 
tion near Springfield to his m atchless 
address at Gettysburg. His iirst speech 
ran like this: 


“Gentlem en and fellow citizens, 
I 
suppose you all know who I am. 
I am 
A braham Lincoln. 
I have been so­ 
licited by my friends to become a can­ 
didate for the legislature. 
* * * 
if 
elected I shall be thankful, if not,' it 
is all rig h t.” 


T hirty years later at the battlelield 
of G ettysburg this same man said, “ the 
peo|>le will soon forget w'hat we say 
here, but tne world will never forget 
w hat they did h ere.” 


His life was a rebuke to straddling 
politicians and tem porizing m oralists. 
Curtis and Lovejoy had tried to wipe 
out slavery but had failed, the tears 
wrung by Lncle Tom had not accom­ 
plished th eir end, Longfellow 
and 
W hittier sang the sad aongs of hum an 
servitude, Seward and Sum ner and 
W endall 
Phillips had raised th eir 
voices in |n*otest, W ebster and Clay 
had tried to compromise but slavery 
still existed. 
From out the teem ing 
west, there came a man in partnership 
with principle and he uttered these pro­ 
phetic words: 


“ A house divided against itself can­ 
not stand. 
This country cannot con­ 
tinue half slave and half free. 
1 do not 
expect to see it fall.” 


L incoln’s every act of governm ent 
was a^llower springing from the heart 
of honor. 
His message comes like rain 
to thirsty llowers. 
It is a message to 


all th e world, to those who live under 
cross or crescent. 
It comes like a pil­ 
lar of liphl to lead the nations on, “ Our 
country always ri^h t. but rih g t or 
wrong our country. ’ 


In closing the speaker said: 
“ Un­ 
like A lexander Ham ilton, who lull a 
victim tJ his own unmixed courage 
while the star of his greatness was 
hastening to the depths of a zenith un­ 
explored by hum an fame, Lincoln fell 
with the tlood tide of a full noon upon 
him. The storm had passed. The ealm 
had come. W inter had succumbeil to 
spring and peace succeeded war 
fils 
fading eyes saw' the old flag w a.ing 
once more from the ram parts of Sump­ 
ter, telling of the 
larger republic 
w herever on 
sea ‘and land th at flag 
is honored. 
His dying pillow heard 
the’heralds voicing the great new birth. 
He knew' th at the nation soon to bow 
at 
his bier was 
undivided 
still. 
The vision stretching from W ebster’s 
august tomb of a nation one and insep­ 
arable was a vision no longer. 
P ro­ 
phecy in the loom of war was woven 
into truth and dream s became reali­ 
ties. 
And ere the angel called him the 
neaven’s bent and blessed a land with­ 
out a m aster and without a slave.” 


The tine boquet of flowers oresented 
the Ossoli by the Twin City floral com­ 
pany was given Mr. Gore at the close 
of his oration. 
“ I will not attem pt to 
coin the llowers into speech,” said the 
speaker in returning his thanks. 


The church was decorated with flags 
and shields and took on a very patriotic 
appearance. 
Lincoln’s draped picture 
occupied a place on the platform and 
across the organ recess was btretched 
in gold letters Lincoln's famous motto, 
“ W ith malice toward none and charity 
for a ll.” 


It w’as a delightful evening.

When any of our citizens are called 
to the long distance telephone, a mes­ 
senger fee is charged if the party 
called is not a subscriber to the Bell 
telephone, which is all right if the mes­ 
senger service is performed. 
But if a 
party is a subscriber to the Twin City 
Telephone company this fee is exacted 
although he is called up on this ’phone 
and no messenger is required. 


The Bell people use this as a whip to 
defeat the utility of the home institu­ 
tion and if they think they are making 
friends or gaining the good will of the 
public they are sadly mistaken. 


In most towns where they have an 
independent system, there is usually 
both ’phones in the long distance sta­ 
tion and all the operator is- required to 
do, is to call the party up on other 
line, informing him that he is wanted 
at the long distance station, and for 
this service a messenger fee is charged 
from ten cents up, according to dis­ 
tance, which is an outrage on the pub­ 
lic and as a matter of courtesy to their 
patrons the long distance telephone 
people which is practically the Bell 
telephone company, should place one of 
the independentcompany’s instruments 
in their station for this purpose and 
there is no doubt but what the home 
company would be glad to furnish one 
free In order to give their subscribers 
this benefit. 


When the management of the long 
distance telephone is questioned on 
this subject they state that it is a reve­ 
nue allowed the parties in 
whose 
premises the ‘phone is located and 
when these parties are asked about it 
they simply state that they are re­ 
quired to collect these messenger fees 
by the company.

friction caused by this grinding de­ 
veloped a high degree of heat, and tho 
tourist, to his astonishniout, sa^v tho 
wood of the dead tree burst into a ilanie. 
The top w’as soon consumed and fell, 
scattering burning embers upon tho dry 
leaves for somo distance around. These, 
fanned to a flame by«the wind, soon cre­ 
ated a licree iiro that swept over miles 
of valuable timber. 
Much blame has 
been attached to campers and njalicious 
persons who have, it is alleged, started 
fires either through carelessness or for a 
desire for wanton mischief. Owners of 
large tracts of land would do well to 
keep close watch of their forests during 
and after heavy windstorms which are 
not accompanied by a heavy rain. A lit­ 
tle precaution might save thousands of 
acres of valuable timber.—New York 
I.edger.
